This repeal would have gone against the wishes of governments, businesses and people who have the most to 
lose if it were removed. 

I am also concerned that the Legislature took away key authority over our landfills away from local 
governments and give it to private for-profit waste companies. Unlike local governments, private waste 
companies are not bound by law to provide environmentally safe waste disposal for citizens. 

We need leaders like you to continue to protect our environment. Thank you again for your veto!
